A fullv ordained •;ter
of the church in 1947 after 
six years of actual ministry, 
Rev. Zimmerman returned 
to California to become pas­ 
tor of the First Methodist 
Church at Encinitas, Califor­ 
nia.

By 1940, Rev. Zimmerman 
was at the First Methodist 
Church in San Luis Obispo 
to meet a

The pictures of that world 
that flash through the mind 
as Rev. Zimmerman talks

«nge from a four-year-old 
>y who saw beauty in peo­ 

ple worshipping together to 
the shapeless outline of a 
church in ruins in Africa.

The quick contrast from a 
busy, even bustling, office to 
the quiet of a sensistive, 
imaginative, questing, mind 
outlines clearly the mission 
of a pastor in the lives of

«ople today, and defines 
ly that office is not an of­ 

fice, but a study.
There is a curious mixture 

of the businessman and the 
com tern plative quiet of the 
sanctuary in the life of a 
pastor. He must briskly and 
efficiently bring the mater­ 
ial needs of his people in or­ 
der to serve their spiritual 
«rges. 

As Rev. Zimmerman puts 
it, "you must have the tools, 
you must create physical 
surroundings of beauty to 
nourish the spirit and to 
give your people pride in 
what they see."

Rev. Zeimmerman has 
done this amply and well 
in the 22 years since he be­ 
gan to minister to the spiri- 
iial needs of his people back 

in a country church in a 
country town in Colorado. It 
is,.In a sense, ironical that a 
pastor should begin his ca­ 
reer in a town called Last 
Chano>, but that is just 
what Rev. Zimmerman did.

"Since ordination," says 
Rev. Zimmerman, recalling 
the material building that

has done, "I have admin 
tered the erection of t\\ •> 

* a n r t u a r I e s, three major 
Church school buildings, 
four parsonages, and the re­ 
location of a church on an 
eight-acre suburban site."

Those are among the ma- 
i' rial achievements of the 
ministry of Rev. Zimmer­ 
man. The spiritual achieve­ 
ments are much greater, but 

•also very much more diffi­ 
cult, to capture into words.

It goes back to four-year- 
old Gilbert Zimmerman as 
he stands in a church shak­ 
ing hands with the people as 
his way of communicating 
to them the beauty that he 
sees in men and women wor­ 
shipping in a common be­ 
lief which links and lifts 

fjf hem beyond the rigid limits 
of mortal life and the know­ 
ledge of man upon earth.

The years pass and, in 
1040, the four-year-old boy 
Vias grawn into Gilbert Zim­ 
merman, a junior college 
student, who sings profes­ 
sionally over the radio and 
with the popular dance

gnawing within me, and 
had been for some time."

By June of 1041, young 
Zimmerman made his deci­ 
sion to enter the ministry 
and went to Last Chance. 
Colorado, for his first chance 
to journey into the lives of 
others.

In October, 1JM2, the jour­ 
ney led Rev. Zimmerman to 
the First Methodist Church 
at Yucaipa, California, above 
Redlands. While there, he

toward the ministry, and 
young Frciidenberger's min­ 
istry has influenced the life 
and ministry of Rev. Zim­ 
merman.

From San Luis Obispo, 
Rev. Zimmerman in 1054 
journeyed to St. Marks 
Methodist Church, in the 
southwestern part of the 
city of Los Angeles, and on 
.lu'ly 1, 1050, his journey into 
the lives of people led to 
Torrance.

The man who as a four- 
year-old boy stood and 
shook hands with people in 
a church still enjoys "a 
friendly, warm feeling to-

gether and like each other."
The man who as a youth 

turned his back upon a suc­ 
cessful and lucrative singing 
career has never looked 
back over his shoulder in 
regret. "My ministry has 
been a rich and rewarding 
one," says Rev. Zimmerman.

The warmth and richness 
that his ministry has 
brought into the life of Rev. 
Zimmerman is returned to 
the lives of people with 
whom he conies in contact, 
both here in Torrance and 
in other places, such as in 
Africa, oceans away, through 
men such as Rev. Dean 
Freudenberger, who have 
felt Rev. Zimmerman's in­ 
fluence.

You see, young Freuden- 
herger, whoiwent into the 
ministry under the guid­ 
ance and inspiration of Rev. 
Zimmerman, graduated 
from Cal Poly and went to 
Africa as a missionary to 
establish an agricultural col­ 
lege which became self-sup­ 
porting in the short span of 
only five years.

In turn, the influence of 
young Freudenburger upon 
Rev. Zimmerman has drawn 
the Torrance pastor to Afri­ 
ca and all of its many chal­ 
lenges.

Last year, Rev. Zimmer~ 
man visited Dr. Albert 
Schweizer in Africa and now 
does extensive lecturing to 
transfer the knowledge and 
information he gained from 
Dr. Schweizer's work to the

people of this country.
Next summer, Rev. Zim­ 

merman takes a team of 
adult workmen into South­ 
ern RhodeMa to rebuild a 
church destroyed by people 
maddened by the terrible 
emotional fervor created by 
a mob in riot.

"Africa is the world's new 
frontier," says Rev. Zimmer­ 
man in the quiet of his stu­ 
dy in Torrance. "The emerg­ 
ing leadership of that fron­

tier excites and inspires me." 
Not so long ago. Rev. Zim­ 

merman brought Dr. Rich­ 
ard Fividmann, the medical 
director of Dr. Schweizer's 
hospital to present him to 
the city of Torrance through 
its City Council.

"Dr. Freidmann," says 
Rev. Zimmerman, "points 
out to us all the true turmoil 
of Africa by describing Afri­ 
ca as "tribe after tribe of 
regional cultures and tribal

loyalties drawn together 
only by the negative com­ 
mon factors of hunger, di­ 
sease, superstition and fear."

Rut. Rev. Z i m m e r m a n 
adds, "there is hope and you 
sense that hope by talking 
to the emerging leaders of 
Africa who are intelligent— 
and hopeful."

There also is hope in (lie 
journey of a pastor into the 
lives of his fellow human 
beings, because he blazes

trails of hopefulness into 
dark areas of hopelessness. 

Dean Freudenberger is 
just, one witness of this ac­ 
complishment in the jour­ 
ney of Gilbert Zimmerman 
which began when he was 
four to bring him to Tor- 
ance to work for us here 
while his mind ranges to 
such wonderful achieve­ 
ments as the rebuilding of a 
church, oceans away in the 
heart of Africa.
